SET DWELLING HOUSE ON FIRE 


By a majority judgment of the 
court of appeal at Calgary handed 
down Thursday, conviction of Mrs. 
W. E. Wood, of Metiskow, near Pro- 
vost, by Mr. Justice Boyle, on a 
charge of arson was upheld. 

Mrs. Wood was the owner of a 
farm and dwelling house. Last 
September a fire broke out and de- 
the house. Insurance was 
carried in her favor of $500 on the 
house, $500 on the house in favor 
of a mortgage, and $1,000 in her 
favor on household effects. Proofs 
of loss as submitted by the insured 
indicated “hpusehold effects. approx

The accused stated on the wit- 


ness stand that when she went into 
the house she found it “just full of 
coal oil,” although she did not keep 
coal oil there. She declered that 
she thought she saw the form of a 
man in the house.

APPEAL COURT FINDS 
NO LAW FOR NEEDY AID 
Calgary, March 28.—Hospital aid to 
| indigent residents ‘of municipalities 
has once again been under discus- 
sion, the matter coming before the 
| Alberta Court of Appeal in the case 


| 


of the Edmonton Hospital board, 
plaintiff appellant, anl the Municipal 
District of Liberty, defendant re- 
spondent. 


Appeal was dismissed and a cross- 
appeal allowed. The court was com- 
posed of Mr. Justice Mitchell, Mr. 
Justice Lunney and Mr. Justice Mce- 
Gillivray, each of whom wrote separ- 
ate judgments, concurring in the re- 
sult. 

The appeal is by the plaintiff from 
that portion of the judgment of His 
Honor Judge Crawford, in which was 
allowed only part of the plaintiff's 
claim, covering hospital services of a 
patient, Freda Nyberg, Mr. Justice 
Mitchel’s judgment states. 


The claim arose out of accounts in- 
curred for hospital services given by 
the plaintiff at the Royal Alexandra 
hospital, Edmonton, to August Rinas 
and Freda Nyberg, alleged residents 
of the defendant municipal district. 
With respect to Rinas, judgment was 
‘given in favor of the plaintiff for the 
full amount claimed. 


The portion of the Nyberg account 
allowed covered services for about 10 
days, between .he date of admissicn 
and the date ot operation on the pa- 
tient, no allowance being made for 
the expense of the operation cr con- 
valesceence.

In some parts of Canada, the first 
planting of vegetables will be going 
in shortly. There is qa real advant- 
age in getting certain things started 
as early as possible, but real danger 
with others which do not thrive until 
the weather really warms up. As a 
rule, those vegetables which are 
grown for their leaves, such as let- 
tuce and spinach, are the first plant- 


Soil 

There is very grave danger in 
working soil too soon. With heavy 
clay, especially, the earth is quite 
liable to pack together and, later on, 
bake. If one can walk across’ the 
garden without getting the shoes 
muddy, or if the soil crumbles when 
Squeezed tightly in the hand, it is 
safe to commence actual operations. 
The best garden soil is a fairly light

Of course, it may 
also be necessary to provide some 
sort of drainage, either by under- 
ground tile, or open ditches. . Digging

$250 was advanced to Mr. Pyke when 
the car was billed, being in Mr. 
Trimbles’ estimation, approximately 
75 per cent of the value of the grain. 
The car was to be weighed and grad- 
ed en route, and’ government weights 
and grade were to govern the trans- 
action. 

The car was delivered to the Van- 
couver Milling & Elevator Co. at 
Vancouver, and when Mr. Trimble 
received his adjustment from this 
Company on the car, there were a 
number of items deducted. The 
grade given to the car was No. 6 
C.C. This meant that it was com- 
pulsory for the wheat to be cleaned, 
and this was done at a charge of 
2 cents per bushel. The’ statement 
of the turn-out showed about 11 
per cent of the car to be wild oats, 
some 180 bushels and 20 pounds in 
fact, and the wheat to amount to 
857 bushels and 40 pounds. The 
wild oats and screenings were sold 
or $7 per ton and 91.50 per ton re- 
spectively, both of these prices being 
above the market prices at the time. 
Mr. Trimble communicated with Mr. 
Pyke at once on receiving the state- 
ment, pointing out to him that the 
lower grade on the car and the very 
heavy dockage would reduce the 
amount coming to him very con- 
siderably, in fact would use up any 
balance completely. The statement 
given by Mr. Trimble to Mr. Pyke 
showed various charges among them 
being $2 for weighing and _ inspec- 
tion, $18.79 freight on dockage, and 
$19.49 separating charge at 2 cents 
a bushel. Mr. Pyke was_ credited 
with the proceeds of the sale of the 
wild oats and the screenings as_ well 
as the sale price of the wheat. Mr. 
Pyke considered that these deduc- 
tions from the amount due to him 
should not have. been .made, Mr. 
Trimble informed him -that’ 
were the regular practices in such 
cases, but suggested that the matter 
be taken up with Mr. Blatchford, 
assistant grain commissioner at Cal- 
gary. On Mv. Blatchford's advice 
Mr| Pyke did. not press the claim 
for the $19.49, separating charge, in 
view of the fact that he had been 
credited with the proceeds of the 
sale of the wild oats, but he protest- 
ed against the other deductions, and 
that protest was the subject of the 
inquiry by the Board. 

His contention was that swbject 
to the government weight and grade, 
he was entitled to the full amount 
of the purchase price of the grain, 
as he considered © the ownership of 
the grain as passing to Mr. Trimble 
when the car was billed out at Red 
Deer on Mr. Trimble’s instructions. 
The view of J. T. Shaw, K.C., solic- 
itor for Trimble was that the owner- 
ship did not pass completely until 
the turn-out of the car had been de- 
termined so that the dockage which 
Mr. Trimble did not wish to have 
was really Mr. Pyke’s property, and 
the freight thereon was a charge that 
should equitably be borne by him. 

Mr. Trimble’s form of contract 
did not correspond with any of 
those listed in the Grain Act. He 
had made his contract read “at 
point of shipment”, instead of “in 
store at,” and had made other 
changes which he stated only cov 
ered the regular practice in the dis+ 
trict and which: Mr. Shaw argued 
the ° “obvious” 


were nothing but 

changes mentioned in the Grain 
Act. Mr. Shaw maintained that the 
contract called for “about 1000 
bushels of wheat,” and that the 
amount supplied, 857 bushels and 
40 pounds, .could not ‘be called 


“about 1000 bushels.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Shaw’s 
argument, the Chief Commissioner 
announced that the decision would 
be given by the Board after the 
evidence had been transcribed. He 
stated that the main purpose of the 
Board in holding this sitting had 
been to get an idea of the local 
‘practice in handling grain. Most of 
their cases rested on some misun- 
derstanding, and they hoped to 
make — things more uniform by 
ascertaining the procedure at differ, 
ent points.—Red Deer Advocate.

INDIVIDUAL TRAFFIC LIGHTS 


FOR MOTORISTS OF FUTURE] 


' The motorist of the future will 
carry his own “stop” and “go” traf- 
fic lights on the dashboard of his 


car and will send forth from his 
horn melodic sounds to warn the 
pedestrian rather than shrck him 


into fright, according to Orester H. 
Coldwell, formerly a member of the 
Federal radio commission. Speaking 
before the American Institute in 
New York recently, he predicted 
that the new traffic control will be 
accomplished through the. applica- 
tion of the radio or electronic tube. 

It is possible according to Mr. 
Coldwell, to remove motor’ horn 
honks and squawks from city streets 
replacing their clamor with musical 
chords and melodies. No particular 
strain on the imagination is neces- 
sary to picture traffic congestion 
at busy corners enlivened by sym- 
phonies of tone when _ impatient 
motorists sound their horns to clear 
the way of slow moving vehicles. 

The automobile driver with his 
own red and green lights will be 
relieved of the strain of peering 
ahead for overhead traffic signal!s. 
He will simply have the _ responsi- 
bility of watching his own dash- 
bourd and act accordingly. This 
new use of radio or electronic tubes 
in traffic control, said Mr. Cald- 
well, will be accomplished by high 
frequency inductor cables laid along- 
side street curbs. 

As long as this cable is energiz- 
ed from traffic headquarters a_ de- 
tector tube on the car will keep a 
green lamp lighted on the _ dash- 
board. When cross traffic is to pass, 
the cable could be switched off; all 
car relays would immediately change 
from green to red for “stop.” 
while inductor cables on cross streets 
would be switched on and cars in 
those streets would receive the green 
signal to go. 

Motor horns, built on the loud- 
speaker principle would give this 
muscial and symphonic effects. Such 
horns, operated through radio or elec- 
tronic tube control, would have a 
wide range of tone.

{It is because of such possibilities 
that parents should regard seriously 
‘the sore throat, growing pains, fever- 
ishness, or even the state of just not 
feeling well, of their young children. 
‘We do not suggest that they should 
‘be fussy or become ‘unreasonably 
‘alarmed, but merely consider such 


finding the cause. 

It is obvious that if damage to the 
heart is to be Prevented, the, condi- 
tion must, first of all, be recognized 
and then properly treated. We have 
learned that long periods of rest are 
essential. Just as rest is the basis of 
all treatment in tuberculois, so is it 
the foundation to prevent or to min- 
imize heart conditions growing out of 
rheumatic fever, 

The most important point in con- 
nection with heart disease in adult 
life is that it be detected in its early 
stages. Those individuals who make 
it a practice to have a periodic health 
examination will have any abnnormal 
heart condition discovered in good 
time. Otherwise, .its detection de- 
pends upon each individual's going to

Include plenty of milk for both 
drinking and cooking purposes. 

Plan for the day, or for several days 
rather than for each separate meal. 

As you plan the meals think how 
they will look and taste when ready 
to serve. : 

It might be wise to find out if it is 
possible for the cook to obtain foods 
which you like. Is there a good gro- 
cery store near? Does she have time 
to do her marketing the way she 
should? Is your kitchen equipment 
adequate? Perhaps, after all, your 
difficulty is just a lack of understand- 
ing and co-operation which reflects 
itself in your meals.
